PETITION TO ACCORD A FILING DATE AS OF THE DATE DEPOSITED 
WITH THE USPS UNDER 37 CFR § 1.10 



Dear Commissioner: 



Applicants respectfully petition the Commissioner to accord to the above PCT 
Application the filing date of December 28, 2001, on which date the Patent Application, 
Filing Documents, postcard and correctly labeled envelope were deposited with the USPS. 
In support thereof, the undersigned submits the enclosed Affidavit, Filing Documents, 
Postcard and Express Mailing label. 



Facts as Proffered by the Attached Affidavit: 



On December 28, 2001, the undersigned Registered Patent Attorney attempted in 
good faith to deposit the above-identified patent application directly with an employee of 
the United States Post Office at the San Francisco Airport ("SFO-PO") during normal 
business hours as are posted at the SFO-PO and on the official USPS web site. No 
special schedule was posted or applicable on December 28, 2001. The undersigned was 
present and prepared to deposit the application in full compliance with 37 CFR § 1.10. 
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However, the USPS, without prior notice or stated reason, "closed" early and 
refused such deposit. 

The undersigned arrived at the SFO-PO, December 28, 2001, at 1 1 :50pm. The 
undersigned confirmed the arrival time by the SFO-PO clock, office clock, watch, car 
clock and radio news broadcast. The undersigned confirmed the posted closing time of 
1 1 :59pm via the posted schedule at the SFO-PO and the official USPS web site. In fact, 
upon the undersigned's arrival, the inner door to the SFO-PO service counter was 
unlocked and USPS agents were accepting deposits from other customers. 

Despite the current time being coordinate with normal hours of operation and 
sufficient time to accept deposit from the undersigned, USPS agents denied the 
undersigned entrance to deposit the Express Mail envelope directly, and denied deposit 
by the undersigned via other patrons to whom a postmark of December 28, 2001 was still 
being provided. The USPS employees rendered such denial despite the undersigned's 
indication of the current time, posted USPS schedule, and the importance of the 
document and its proper deposit with the USPS. 

Without option and at the direction of USPS agents, the undersigned purchased, 
and affixed stamps to the sealed Express Mail envelope already having deposit account 
payment thereon, and deposited the Express Mail envelope into an appropriate receptacle 
prior to midnight. 

Arguments in Support of this Petition 

The Commissioner is respectfully requested to grant this petition for the following 
reasons: 

1 . An injustice in contradiction to the intent of 37 CFR §1.10 would result if 
Applicants were improperly denied proper deposit of the above patent application due to 
(a) a failure of the USPS to enter a correct date on the Express Mail receipt; (b) a failure 
of the USPS to collect the Express Mail envelope during a normal pickup from an 
appropriate drop box; (c) a denial of the undersigned's deposit by a USPS clerk based on 
prejudice; or (d) other improper reasons in contradiction of USPS operating procedures 
upon which the requirements of 37 CFR § 1 .10 are founded. Therefore, a filing date of 
December 28, 2001 should properly be granted in this case to avoid a gross injustice in 
contradiction of 37 CFR § 1.10. 

2. The undersigned attempted in good faith to deposit the above patent 
application with the appropriate USPS agents on December 28, 2001 and was improperly 
denied such deposit in a manner to which correction by the Commissioner under 37 CFR 
§ 1.10 is particularly appropriate. Therefore, a filing date of December 28, 2001 should 
properly be granted in this case. 
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3. The undersigned was prepared to render the requisite deposit and did in fact 
deposit the patent application in substantial compliance and to the best of his ability on 
December 28, 2001. Therefore, a filing date of December 28, 2001 should properly be 
granted in this case to avoid a gross injustice in contradiction of 37 CFR § 1.10. 

4. Unlike the USPS agents who improperly prevented proper deposit, perhaps 
merely to start the holiday weekend early, the undersigned is charged by his license and 
registration with a duty to his client, to the USPTO, and to the State of Pennsylvania. In 
accordance with such duties, the undersigned attempted to comply fully with deposit 
requirements, did substantially comply, and now seeks by this petition to avoid a 
miscarriage of justice on behalf of his clients, the USPTO, and the State of Pennsylvania. 
Therefore, a filing date of December 28, 2001 should properly be granted in this case. 

5. A gross injustice would result in contradiction to the intent of 35 U.S.C. § 

1 1 1(a), 35 U.S.C. § 371 and 37 CFR § 1.21 1 if, due to the improper actions of the USPS 
and despite the undersigned's good faith efforts, patent publication did not occur with a 
filing date of December 28, 2001. Therefore, a filing date of December 28, 2001 should 
properly be granted in this case. 

6. A gross injustice would result in contradiction of the intent of 35 U.S.C. 101 
and CFR § 1.10 if, due to the improper actions of the USPS clerks, the Applicants were 
denied the correct FILING DATE , their CLAIM OF PRIORITY to the provisional patent 
application filed on December 28, 2000, and their earliest assertable DATE OF 
INVENTION . Therefore, ajiling date of December 28, 2001 should properly be granted 
in this case. 



THEREFORE, for each of the above reasons, both individually and in combination, 
Applicants and their undersigned Attorney respectfully request the Commissioner to 
grant this petition by according to the above-identified patent application and attached 
correspondence a filing date, coordinate with the date of deposit with the USPS, of 
December 28, 2001. 

A copy of the Express Mail receipt No. EL701316235US for the above patent 
application filing is attached. The undersigned further authorizes any additional fees 
which may be required, or credit any overpayment to Deposit Account No. 05-0150.

AFFIDAVIT IN SUPPORT OF 
PETITION TO ACCORD A FILING DATE AS OF THE DATE DEPOSITED

I, Daryl Craig Josephson, do hereby swear under penalty of perjury that the following is 
true and correct to the best of my knowledge: 

1 . On December 28, 2001 , 1 attempted in good faith to deposit the above-identified 
PCT Application directly with an employee of the United States Post Office at the San 
Francisco Airport ("SFO-PO") during normal business hours of the SFO-PO. 

2. Normal business hours for the SFO-PO for a Friday include a closing time of 

1 1 :59pm according to the Official USPS web site, and no special schedule was visibly 
posted at the SFO-PO on December 28, 2001 for that date. 

3. My time references for December 28, 2001 include the following: my office clock 
prior to leaving for the SFO-PO, my car clock, my watch and a radio broadcast while in 
my car traveling to the SFO-PO, and the SFO-PO clock after arriving at the SFO-PO. 
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4. I arrived at the SFO-PO, December 28, 2001, at 1 1 :49pm, entered the SFO-PO 
lobby, and attempted to enter the counter or "service" area of the SFO-PO carrying two 
packages, one including the above patent application, and filing papers, a self addressed, 
stamped postcard and a properly addressed mailing label for the patent application. 

5. When I attempted to enter the service area of the SFO-PO, the door to the service 
area was unlocked and USPS agents behind the service area counter were accepting 
deposits from a small group of customers. No special closing time was visibly posted for 
December 28, 2001. 

6. When I attempted to enter the service area of the SFO-PO, a USPS agent stopped 
me at the door, told me that the SFO-PO was closed and refused my entry. 

7. I alerted the USPS agent that the time was not yet 1 1 :59pm, that the package I 
carried was a legal document and patent application for which a postmark of December 
28 was urgent and that my entry must be permitted in order to file and thereby preserve 
my client's rights. The USPS agent did not contest any part of my statement, but refused 
my entry telling me merely that the agents behind the counter did not want to serve me. 

8. I further requested the USPS agent at the door to hand my package to a USPS ■ 
agent behind the counter or another customer for deposit, noting that the label included 
my firm's charge account and completed addressing information. The USPS agents 
refused. 

9. At that point, the USPS agent at the counter and then the USPS agent at the door 
instructed me to purchase stamps from a vending machine, affix the stamps and drop the 
stamped package in a drop box. Having no better option, I complied and deposited the 
stamped Express Mail envelope in the appropriate drop box for Express Mail before . 
midnight. 

10. After leaving the SFO-PO and upon arriving home, I further checked the official 
USPS web site, which posted a closing time for the SFO-PO as 1 1 :59pm. I could not 
locate a special SFO-PO closing time for December 28, 2001 on the web site. 

1 1 . Having waited for and received the mailing receipt from the USPS (in accordance 
with 37 CFR § 1.10), I prepared this Affidavit and the accompanying PETITION TO 

ACCORD A FILING DATE AS OF THE DATE DEPOSITED WITH THE USPS RECEIVED
